Ascending the Columbia river from 
Monticello, twelve mileg,,we landed at. 
the famed town of Kalama, the pro-. 
jected terminus of the great ‘Northern | 
Pacific Railroad. At the-present, it does | 
not appear very eertain' to remain such. 
Its position is on the north side of the 
river—not the side of greatest probable 
business. Other points, also, along that} 
side seem capable of offering equal fa- 
cilities. The road does not leave the: 
river here, but this is the point at which 
the company commenced work, to 
strike out in opposite directions. We 
were not forcibly impressed with the 
magnificence of its present or prospect- 
ive future.. There were some twenty 
families in the place, one private school 
of sixteen scholars, and two church- 
buildings, Methodist and Episcopal, 
with no resident minister. Everything 
is yet in quite primitive style; but, ap- 
pearances may greatly improve in a 

year or 80. 

Twelve miles still higher, on the Op- 
posite side of the river, at a place 
known as Columbia city, two miles be- 
lew St. Helens, is a most admirable 
point for a large railroad city. The 
water is deep, against an abrupt bank, 
rising only a few feet above high-water, 
from which a gentle rising surface runs 
back near a mile, finally terminating in 
hills, The frontage would ‘be good for 
near three miles. This is the only fa- 
vorable point on the river between 
Portland and the Astoria for a town. 
Different railroads have made efforts to 
secure this point as a terminus, with 

one of which a contract is signed. A 
town is here laid out, and some thou- 
sands of dollars ef sales made. Onthe

Tualatin plains lie within eighteen 
miles from here, south, which com- 
municate with the great Wallamet val- 
ley. Thus this point would be a most 
natural one for a railroad coming through 
those rich farming regions seeking a 
good terminus on the river. 

Three or four steamboats were pass- 
ing, the day we visited the place, by 
one of which we were taken up the 
magnificent Columbia, turning fourteen 
miles south up the Wallamet to Port- 
land. 

This is the great busy city of the 
northwest, and must ever remain such. 


aid of railroads, will ever surpass it in 
the race for superiority. Its advantages 
are great, with only one disadvantage— 
that bars in the river below, sometimes 
render access by large ships difficult. 
The city has had every material in- 
terest greatly stimulated during the last 
two years. The town, proper, has very 
much enlarged its borders, and im- 
proved its streets and buildings. Out- 
side lands have doubled ‘in price, and 
trade in its business portions very much 
Increased. The population now num- 
bers about ten thousand. | 
In all educational and religious en- 

terprise, Portland is proportionately 
equal to any city on the coast.’ There 
are good public schools, well graded, 
well provided with every convenience, 
and well conducted. - In all, both pub- 
lic and private, there are some ten dif-

Tue speech of Strossmeyer, Bishop 
of Bosnia, in Turkey, on the border of 
Austria, a summary of which will be 
found on our second page, is one of 
the most remarkable utterances of mod- 
erli'times. It was heroically delivered 
in the Ecumenical Council, at Rome, 
amid the stormiest kinds of interrup- 
tion, opposition, insult, threatening, 
and. outrage. It boldly asserts that’ 
there were no popes, nor prelates, dur- 
ing the first three centuries of christi- 
anity.. On other questions, the bishop 
takes much the same ground as most 
of our Protestant theologians do. & 
hope every one will read the speech 
and learn how unwarranted is the pre- 
tense of a technical ‘‘apostolical suc- 
cession” in the Papal and Episcopal 
churches. 


We have entered upon the latter half 
of the dry-season. We area month 
beyond the summer solstice. Some 
people have arrived at the end of their. 
vacations. Hard, serious, solid work 
is not far in the future, if it be not al-' 
ready at hand. It is fortunate for us 
that most persons welcome work again, 
after’a vacation, though it seem all too 
brief. Even the young grow weary of 
long weeks of idleness. Most minds 
are averse to emptiness and vagrancy. 
Tasks stimulate them. Even a loco- 
motive. gives out a quickened: puff’ of 
delight at the foot of an upward grade. 
It is not altogether pleasant to remem- 
ber that a year is more than half gone; 
but it is a satisfaction to think that a 
year's work may be more than half 
done, and that the remaining half can- 
not be more difficult than the former 
one was. There is a burden and heat 
of the day to be borne by many, the 
next two months, yet we congratulate 
them on the prospect of rounding out 
this year, in heart and hope, and find- 
ing the sweetness which comes of ‘‘de- 
sire accomplished.” 


AunEapy severe fires, in the dry in- 
terior, have been recorded. More will 
occur. There may be some very disas- 
trous ones. All who speak to the pub- 
lic ear should sound an alarm. Many 
precautions should be used. Most 
fires are the results of carelessness. 
But, steamers kindle them along the 
banks of rivers. Locomotives kindle 
them along the lines of railways. 
Hunters kindle them by using paper 
aiid other objectionable waddings. 
Smokers kindle them by throwing down | 
lighted matches. Those who camp out 
for the night kindle them. by leaving 
unextinguished fires. All such fires 
can be prevented by some expense, and 
more precaution: Steamers and loco- 
motives should catch and consume 
their own sparks. Furrows should be 
turned along every railway, river, ex- 
posed field, house and barn. Tale-fires 
sometimes spread, and overrun farms. 
The hot suns of the interior may even 
use the fragment of a bottle for a burn- 
ing-glass. In the latter part of our 
long dry-season, nothing is safe from 
fire which is not doubly watched and 


carefully defended.

‘It wassaying that 
the Irish societies might decide who 
should, and who should not, make pro- 
cessiéiis through the: streets of New 
York. .. It.was the base betrayal of one 
of the principles of American liberty. 
So fsir-minded, man saw.it. So 
Governor Hoffman himself saw it; and 
fmally: issued a proclamation; overrul- 
ing the orders of the Mayor and Sup’t 
of Police, permitting the parade of the 
Orangemen, and pledging himself to 
defend them. Accordingly the police 
and the military were called out in 
large numbers.  Thé* Irish rioters as- 
saulted the. soldiers at several points, 
and were fired upon and.driven back, 
at every” stich point. ~About-forty per- 
sons were killed outright, and several 


-| assailants had thus been driven back,

have since died of their wounds. More 
than three-fourths ‘of those killed were

Unver a clause attached to the last 
session’s Appropriation Bill, the Presi- 
dent appointed a committee consisting 
of George W. Curtis, of New York,

Many parents, for instance, who 


cross manner, and a face more black 
and forbidding than that which per- 
haps they are punishing.

Another point, though distinctly 
spoken of in Scripture, is too often for- 
gotten—‘‘ Forbear threatening.”  Di- 
rect your child what to do or not to do, 
and then leave it to act freely. Donot 
aed a threat, and stand watching to see 
if you are obeyed. If the child should 
mind, take cognizance of the disobedi- 
ence, punishing it in a proper manner; 
and never fail to dothis. If he obeys, 
give him some recognition of the obedi- 
ence, in a word or look of commenda- 
tion, in a fond touch or caress. Such a 
course, steadily followed, will be found 
far more efficacious than the more com- 
mon method of appending a threat to 
every command. 

Again, if parents would handle their 
little ones, from the first, in a gentle, 
deliberate manner, they would find 
themselves more successful. in govern- 
ment. Hasty movements, shakings, 
slappings, snatching a child from one 
spot and flinging him into another, 
catching him by the arm, dragging him 
passionately along, and all similar 
methods, which only reveal the anger, 
not the proper authority of the parent, 
serve to irritate the child, to excite his 
bad tempers, and make the task of sub- 
duing him much more difficult. A 
gentle, firm touch, with few words, and 
those calmly spoken, will effect won- 
ders. It will often be all that is neces- 
sary in the way of discipline. Or lead 
him along slowly to a room apart, and 
by the time you h

Adaptive

Training. 


There must be something in adapta- 
tion. We certainly all believe in it. 
We certainly all practice it. Every- 
where where we try to use good sense, 
and secure true success, we count large- 
ly on adaptation. The cook adapts her 
cookery to her provisions. She broils 
her steak, but not her oysters. The 
dressmaker adapts her seams and 
stitches differently to broadcloth and 
barége. The gardener poles his beans, 
but does not, regardless of adaptation, 
pole hiscucumbersin like manner. The 
‘* drover ” harnesses his ‘‘ bonny brown 
mare” to his gig, but not even drunken 
Jeremy Train thinks of subjecting 
Mackay’s ever-memorable heifer to the 
same process. And the sad end to 
which the latter came in the story, was 
only the legitimate result of forcing 
things widely different in nature to sub- 
mit to the same treatment, regardless 
of just adaptation. | . 

But adaptation is no more the neces- 
sary law of all the foregoing practical 
matters, than is that of education. That 
is just as truly a practical matter, and 
finds here and there fixed differences in 
things, to which it must wisely give 
heed. We put the little child into his 
a, b, c’s, but not his elder brother. The 
latter can read with ease; the former 
cannot tell one letter from another. 
The instruction given to primary pupils 
is replete with ever-present ‘‘ object 
lessons.” Notso that bestowed upon 
advanced classes. There the mind is 
compelled to grapple with abstract 
truth. And so, if the teacher knows 
anything of the differences in the 
health, the temperaments, the outside 
associations of his pupils, he shapes his 
management and his discipline as near- 
ly as possible to these differences, as he 
can. He regards this as necessary. 
We justly look upon the neglect of 
adaptation in the school, as the quint- 
essence of either stupidity or neglect. 

Now on what spot of ground can we, 
in sight of the foregoing, turn squarely 
around, and, with regard to the educa- 
tion of girls, practically set the claims 
of adaptation at defiance? Are the sex, 
the peculiar tastes and capabilities, the 
prospective domestic or business condi- 
tion, and the esoteric exposures and lia- 
bilities of girls, of no account in the eye 
of a true, adaptive education? Or are 
we exempted from the need of observ- 
ing the laws of adaptation in their 
training, albeit the Creator held himself 
rigorously to those laws in the fashion- 
ing of their constitution? Candidly, 
we confess, we believe that here is the 
vital point in the education of girls, 
right here in this discriminating and 
thorough adaptation. Its basis in in- 
herent differences must be studied; its 
shrewd, practical laws must be observed 
in shaping all instruction and disci- 
pline to those differences. So long as 
she ¥s a girl, the girl must in her prac- 
tical education be trained as such. So 
long as she is to be a woman, she must 
in her practical education be trained, 
as to become such. And thus, as a 
peculiar feature of all christian civili- 
zation, christianity leads to civilized 
training and refined culture. But the 
law of both is perfect adaptation. Only 
barbarism disregards both education 
and adaptation.— Advocate and Guard- 
ian. |
